The Government has made ef- 
forts to obtain all of Snyder's 
papers thought to have any bear- 
ing on the present investigation, 
particularly those relating to 
James P. Finnegan, former Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue here. 
A principal purpose of the 
tax-scandal inquiry is to deter- 
mine which officials in the Tru- 
man Administration were re- 
sponsible for initial efforts to 
“whitewash”, the aetivities of 
Finnegan, now serving a prison 
term for misconduct in office. 
As disclosed Sunday by the 
Post-Dispatch, the Justice De- 
partment has taken files from 
the Washington office occupied 
_ by Snyder when he was a mem-

‘ern, Carmichael said that as 
soon as the Supreme Court de- 
cision was announced,-he had 
made an unequivocal statement 
that desegregation would be car- 
ried out in Louisville when it be- 
came the law of the land. 

“We have moved § steadily 
ahead,” he said, in plans for 
implementing the court decision. 
He said Negro citizens in Louis- 
ville, whose children make up 
22. per cent of the school popu- 
lation, deserved high praise for 
the fact that they had applied 
no pressure toward undue haste. 

Carmichael said he was well 
aware that the problem was 
more difficult in the deep south. 
He insisted, however, that the 
principle of leadership by re- 


sponsible white and Negro citi- | 


‘zens, working together, re- 
mained the same regardless of 
locality. 

A panel member, H. M. Ivy, 


director of the Associated Con- 
sultants in Education, Meridian, 
Miss., said: “‘All we ask for is 
more time, Our people are just 
as reasonable, white and col- 
ored, as anywhere else.” 

Ivy recalled the history of 
Mississippi and the emergence 
_of the Negro from slavery. He 
said segregation had been deep- 
ly ingrained in the folkways of 
the state, and that public opin- 
ion would have to be prepared 
_for radical change.

The aim of the NIH-Notre 
Dame study was to determine 
whether, in the experimental 
animal at least, the presence of 
other germs in the body might 
have an influence on amoebic 
dysentery. 


were used in the test: (1) germ- 
free animals and (2) conventional 
animals, harboring common in- 
testinal bacteria. 

After inoculation with para- 
sites, none of the,germ-free ani- 
mals developed this dysentery, 
whereas 34 of the 37 conven- 
tional animals came down with 
the disease. 


Research Directions. 


The NIH researchers say the 
results point to the potential im- 
portance of germ-free investiga- 
tions in a number of research 
areas. 

In polio research such animals 
would be useful in investigating 
multiplication of the polio virus 
in the intestinal tract and the 
influence of bacteria on its mul- 
tiplication and excretion. 

In studies of tooth decay and 
diseases of the gums, scientists 
might be able to better under- 
stand the precise role played by 
germs. 

NIH scientists have previously 
shown that it is possible to pro- 
duce these conditions in conven- 
tional animals by variation of 
diet. But it has never been pos- 
sible completely to 
germ-caused dental troubles from 
those stemming from diet, hered- 
ity, and the endocrine gland 
system.

TIMBER SHORTAGE 
IN HALF OF WORLD, 
U.N. AGENCY SAYS 


ROME, March 2 (AP)—More 
than half the world’s population 
'is short of wood and other forest 
'products. This is the report of 
“the United Nation Food and 
Agriculture Organization, which 
recently completed the most 
comprehensive inventory ever 
made of the world’s timber re- 
sources. 

The shortage, says FAO, not 


the populations are forced to 
heat and cook with dried cow- 
dung, but also in countries 
where’ “farmlands are islets in 
an ocean of trees.” 

FAO said its timber inventory 
showed that about one-third of 
the world’s land surface is cov- 
ered by forests, but less than a 
third of this is being exploited. 
Much of the world’s forest coun- 
try is at present classified as 
inaccessible. 

The FAO réport said the 
major reason for today’s short- 


velop the potentialities of trop- 
ical forests. Other reasons are 
uneven distribution of timber 
around the world and uneven 
distribution of forest species.

Missouri has now been told for the second 
time within two months that it had better do 
some drastic improving of its parole and pro- 
bation system. It is already on the expensive 
road to relying less and less parole and 
probation, more'and more on pr though the 
latter costs many times more than the, former. 
_ The National Probation and Parole Associa- 
tion, three of whose representatives conducted 
‘the latest study, makes virtually the same 
points that the Missouri State Penal Insti- 
tutions Survey Committee made recently. 

Missouri needs first of all a genuinely dis- 
tinguished and nonpolitical board to administer 
the system. The Missouri Survey Committee 


“ commented that the entire board should not 


be made up of former members of the State 
Highway Patrol. It should have tHe benefit 
of members with “different and perhaps broader 
experience relating to behavior problems.” 

_ To produce the right kind of board, the Na- 
tional Association proposes that a nominating 
panel suggest three names for each vacancy, 
from, which the Governor would select the ap- 
pointee. The nominators would be the Chief 
Justice of the Missouri Supreme Court, the 
\president of the State Conference of Social 
Work, a psychiatrist designated by the State 
Medical Society, the president of the State Bar 
Association, the president of the State Correc- 
tions Association and two members named by 
the Governor. 

* . . 

This arrangement, similar to Missouri’s non- 
partisan court plan, would protect the board 
from partisan politics. It would be conducive 
to getting qualified board members; with ex- 
perience in probation or a related field, as the 
National Association says members should have. 

Psychiatrists and psychologists should assist 
the board in classifying prisoners, the National 
Association says. At present the board is com- 
pelled to work largely in the dark as to what 
is going on in the minds of prisoners—whether 
it is rehabilitation or the plotting of further and 
worse crimes. Psychologists and psychiatrists 
are employed in isolated cases only. 


In all other\cases the board is reduced to 
guesswork. The parolee Carl. Austin Hall, who 
kidnaped and murdered little Bobby Greenlease 
of Kansas City, ts a ghastly example of the 
dangers in this method. The board gave Hall 
a parole because it was impressed by his neat- 
ness and politeness. At that very moment he 
was meditating the fiendish crime he carried 
out when he was releaséd. 

+ * * 

The National Association recommends addi- 
tion of 33 parole officers to the present staff 
of 14.. Missouri’s parole officers now carry an 
average case load of 108, when the maximum 
which any officer can competently oversee is 
considered to be 50, . 

Here again the case of the Greenlease kid- 
naper points up the folly of overloading parole 
officers. The officer responsible for Hall did 
not know his parolee had lost his job—did not 
see the danger signal that the parolee might 
now be (as he was) working full-time on a 
new and terrible crime. ;, 

The National Association recommends in- 
creased salaries for parole officers, board mem- 
bers and others responsible for the safe func- 
tioning of the parole and probation system. 
These increases are essential to get good men. 

Missouri can be proud of having been one 
of the first states to install a perole and 
bation system worthy of thé name. It ot 
be. proud of the parole ahd probation system it 
operates now. To continue with such a make- 
shift will be far more costly, both in money and 
in lives, than to improve the system along lines 
now clearly apparent.

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Elected to Trouble in Japan 

The Japanese election returns are not what 
the State Department would have preferred. 
Postwar, pro-American former Premier Yoshida 
made another bid for power but his Liberal 
party ran a poor second to the Democrats of 
embittered Premier Hatoyama. 
friendship as great as Yoshida’s for the United 
States, but not an exclusive friendship. His 
good will, he says, is great enough to encompass 
the Communist bloc too. 

Hatoyama’s party won 185 of the 467 par- 
liamentary seats; Yoshida’s took 112; most of 
the remainder went to the two branches of the 
Socialists; the Communists landed only 2. What 
is significant is that the lesser parties have 
enough strength, if* banded together, to pre- 
vent the two-thirds majority required for Japa- 
nese rearmament. In this respect Hatoyama’s 


problem is akin to that just overcome by Ger- 


man Chancellor Adenauer, What's worse, there 
is considerably more hostility’ between the 
Japanese politicians than there was among the 
Germans at the start of the arms campaign. 
What must give Washington pause is that 
Hatoyama, a very popular man, actually was 
chosen the first postwar premier but was re- 


jected by Gen. MacArthur's occupation authori-° 


ties, thus opening the office to Yoshida. This 
accounted in part for the anger with which 
corruption charges were pressed against the 
Yoshida faction. For all practical purposes 
Yoshida was overthrown while in Washington. 
He hurried home only in time for the formalities 
of his downfall. . 

Economics, however, will play a larger part 
in/Japanese politics and government than sen- 
timent. Stripped of prewar sources of raw 
materials as well as former markets, heavily 


populated and heavily industrialized Japan is 


on the verge of serious trouble. The Korean 
war boom is over, and even if Hatoyama steps 
up trade relations with Red Peiping, China is 
not likely to be the market it was before the 
war, For one thing, it is now less dependent 


He professes — 
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on Japanese manufacturing; and for another, 
the Reds aré hardly eager to help a nation tied 
to the anti-Communist bloc. Furthér, British 
and West German salesmen have stepped into 
areas once dominated by Japanese expdrters. 
Yet to live Japan must sell at a rate even higher 
than before the war. 

This is a headache thet calls for more than 
aspirin. . What kind ef a prescription can 
Hatoyama compound for it? If the United 
States is to continue to count on a democratic 
Japan ag a strong outpost in the Far East, we 
had better do some of the ‘sweating.with him. 


Brake on the Tax Cut 
Thanks to the opposition of Democratic Sena- 
tors George and Byrd, the Senate Finance 
Committee has given a healthy setback to the 
House Democrats’ proposal for a postdated 
$20-per-person tax cut. | 
The committee’s 9-to-6 vote against the plan 


could be overturned, of course, by the full - 


Senate. But we hope it will give pause to 
enough Democrats to bury the tax eut for now. 

Until the appearance before the .Senate 
Finance Committee of Leon Keyserling, for- 
‘mer chairman of the President’s Council of 


Economic Advisers, there had been little dis- 


position on the part of anybody to preteid 
that the $20 cut should be adopted for economic 
reasons. The plan was so obviously political 
in inspiration that the House Democrats who 
originated it did not even bother to hold hear- 


ings. Evidently they did not dream of digging . 


up an economist to say kind words about it. . 

But then President Eisenhower. threw ‘the 
full weight of his influence against the cut, 
Senator George announced his opposition, and 
it became necessary to bolster the argument 
with “expert” testimony. Mr. Keyserling 
proved to be the expert. 

It must be assumed that Mr. Keyserling as 
an economist sincerely believes that a $20 tax 
cut, as he testified Tuesday, “is.pointed squarely 
‘at. a great national economic need—the stimu- 
lation of consumption, particularly among lower 
income families.” 

But if this is Mr. Keyserling’s professional 
opinion, the question arises why ghe did not 
propose a 20 tax cut when he testified on the 
economic outlook just five weeks ago before 
the Senate-House Committee on the, Economic 
Report. Does an economist really have to wait 
for the Democratic House leadership to bring 
out a tax bill before he decides that this is 
precisely what the economic situation calls for? 

The question also arises as to why, if the 


economic situation calls for a $20 tax cut, Mr. ~ 


Keyserling is willing to postpone the cut until 
next January or even, in some Democratic 
compromise. versions, until next June or later.

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The Bar Accepts Social Security 

After rather impassioned debate, the House 
of Delegates of the Americdn Bar Association 
has decided that Social Security is all right for 
lawyers and other professional people. 

The chief reason why such people might not 
seek coverage by this Government-managed in- 
surance, it always seemed to us, was that they 
enjoyed incomes large enough to make their 


own provisions for old age and the like. But ; 


what the A.B.A. opposition was excited about 
was that the law business would cease to be an 
ethical profession and become just “a vocation 
or calling.” Also that Social Security would be 
“the first step toward regulation from without.” 

But a Minnesota delegate, Clifford M. Gard- 
ner of St. Paul, was more realistic. “The A.B.A. 
will never get young lawyers in Minnesota into 
its organization unless it clears up the Social 
Secyrity question,” he said. Many young lawyers 
are salaried employes of large law firms. Their 
economic position is the sarhe as that of many 
other workers covered by the system. They want 
its protection; and so long as the A.B.A. was 
opposed, it was ignored, 

Even young lawyers well on the way to profit- 


“ able careers must have smiled when old-timers 


talked about “the drug of dependence.” They 
know that Social Security has become a humani- 
tarian part of American economic life. They see 
in it not encouragement of shiftlessness, but 
rather an assurance which enables most péople 
to face the future with confidence.

Whether the next Pope can be an 
American is no problem for a Catholic. 
The question is: Why shouldn’t he be? 

The Pope could be an American—or 
Chinese or African. From wherever he 
hails, we Catholics wil forget his origin. 
He will be reborn. We will see in him 


_ only the person of the Vicar of Christ. 


But, in so far as human reason may 
judge, is it desirable, in the church's 
temporal and spiritual interests, that 
the head of the Catholic Church should 
now come from the United States? If 
it is true that this 
hope is being ex- 
pressed in certain 
Catholic quarters in 
the United States 
what thoughts lie 
behind it? | 

Is it a feeling of 
superiority? Such a 
feeling would be 
resented if detect- 
ed in the Mother of 
Churches — in the 
eRome which for al- 
most 2000 years 
has watched over 
the remains of St. 
Peter and which 
has witnessed the gradual emergence 
of the universal church from a land 
consecrated by the blood of martyrs. 


‘19 Centuries of Sanctity’ 


I hardly dare speak of the French 
Church, dearest to my heart, after re- 
ferring to the Church of Rome, But it 
has never ceased to be the great edu- 
eator, Can we mention in the same 
breath the Church in Spain of St. The- 
resa or St. John of the Cross? Or the 
Church in Ireland, whence so many 
American Catholics come? But that’s 
the point. The young American church, 
this magnificent adolescent church, has 
its roots in oldest Christianity. 

I am sure the idea that this American 
Church, born only yesterday, could 
dominate 19 centuries of sanctity and 
genius has not occurred to any of its 
leaders, its priests or its members. 

Yet the desire of some Americans to 
present the church with a Pope un- 
doubtedly stems from a feeling of su- 
periority, though not from a doctrinal 
or spiritual standpoint. This aspiration 
‘must have been born from the will for 


wer, - 

TT its lowest form, it is tied to the 
idea of universal domination because of 
the dollar’s pre-eminence over all other 
currencies; in its sublimest form, it is 
inspired by the belief that the United 
States has a special right to spiritual 
power because of her pre-eminence in 
the, battle against atheistic Marxism. It 
is the eternal demand of the state. 


How Great Schism Began 


Throughout history, the basic cause 
of the struggle between church and 
state has been the demand made by 
the papacy to subject temporal powers 
to spiritual powers—to dominate the 
state which, in turn, sought to master 
the church by mastering the Pope. We 
have nothing like that today. 

Yet it does not blunt the ambition of 
those Americans who aspire to have a 
Pope of their own even if they run the 
risk of reviving the same quarrel. 

At the beginning of the fourteenth 
century, Philip the Fair, King of France 
and grandson of St. Louis, was the 
most powerful prince in Christendom. 
He succumbed to the temptation to 
crown a Frenchman® with the papal 
tiara. Seven French Popes followed 
him at A on, It was then that the 
great schism began. 

I haven’t the slightest suspicion that 
any American Catholic has plotted to 
transplant the Holy See to New York 
or Boston, nor, unless Communism tri-

umphs in Rome, has dreamed of an 
American Avignon. But that is the 
heart of the question. 

In American eyes, the prestige of the 
United States Catholic Church depends 
upon the international predominance of 
the American people. 

Has a Cardinal of the church in the 
most powerful nation of the world a 
special right to occupy the See of 
Peter? Is it desirable that the same 
political interests and passions should 
link the rulers of church and state? 

I fully realize that an American Pope 
would become fully aware of his obliga- 
tions to the universal church. 

But it took centuries for the Church 
of Rome to establish this breed of pon- 
tiff who, once enthroned, forgets his 
Italian origin. It is not that Christianity 
did not have to suffer from “Italianiza- 
tion” of the Church. But time has cured 
this fllness. The “Americanization” of 
the church—that would strike quite an- 
other note. 


Vatican and White House 


Just imagine Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, whom I admire, charged with the 
spiritual and temporal destinies of 
Christianity! For the Church, there 
can be no doubt that this would be the 
beginning of its darkest history since 
the time of Philip the Fair. 


I can easily imagine a Spanish, Ger- 
man, Dutch or Belgian Pope—indeed, 
any product of ancient Christianity. 
Such a Pope would become the Univer- 
sal Father effortlessly, free from narrow 
nationalism and racial pride. He would 
have had his fill of these bitter.fruits. 

But an American Pope? The Vatican 
could not help but be directly associ- 


.ated with the White House, and hence 


would become the adversary of all 
those on earth who (and I'm not think- 
ing only of the Communists) resent the 
American will for power and resist it. 

To my mind, the reasons which might 
lead an American Catholic to think that 
the Pope should be an American are 
the same reasons he should not be. 

Against his will and perhaps without 
his knowledge, he would enter politics, 
but he would not dominate it. His 
origin alone would suffice to locate him 
on the interndtional chessboard. 

The church has condemned Marxism, 
but she has also condemned the abuses 
of the capitalist world. She defends 
freedom of the spirit but not an eco- 
nomic system. .

Between Book Ends 


« Grass Roots Artists 
THE ART OF PRIMITIVE PEOPLES by J. 1. 

Hooper and C. A. Burland, (Philosophical 

Library, 168 pgs., $7.50.) | 

The purpose of this book is to publish 
for the first time examples of primitive 
art from the large and carefully se- 
lected collection of James T. Hooper of 
Hertfordshire, England. The objects 
shown in cases in his home are said to 
be the finest specimens of primitive art 
in private hands in Europe. 

As an introduction Cottie Arthur Bur- 
land, an authority on primitive art, dis- 
cusses in Part One conditions that pro- 
duced the idols, masks and sculpture of 
peoples of various origins. He points 
out that primitive does not necessarily 
mean inferior or savage and that pec ples 
called primitive were agriculturalists 
whose social systems were elaborate 
and whose art was based on the natural 
forms of each peoples’ environment. It 
is interesting to observe, however, that 
the artist who lives close to nature 
seldom represents imitatively a natural 
form and, as the author mentions, 
“there is a widespread tendency to make 
people into patterns.” Also remarkable 
designs have been abstracted from ani- 
mal and other forms of various areas. 


The author considers the problems of . 


portraiture, the symbolism of images, 
secret societies and masks. He describes 
the development and exchange of ideas 
in relation to geographical discoveries 
and drift voyages, even citing the Kon- 
Tiki expedition in relation to the latter. 

Not only the art and ideas of primi- 
tive peoples are discussed but also simi- 
larities of approach of primitive artists 
throughout the world are stressed. The 
primitive artist, limited by custom and 
environment, with few outside contacts, 
evidences a folk quality, or often child-

Edith Flemming is a woman of strong 
ambition.

PSYCHOLOGIST CALLS. 
DELINQUENCY REVOLT 


Insecure World, Wants 
to Be Significant. 


Juvenile delinquency 1s the 
adolescent’s war against the in- 
secure world in which he finds 
himself, and much of it reflects 
a desire for significance, R. 


Stewart Jones, assocjate profes- | 
sor of psychology at the Univer- | 


sity of Illinois, said here yester- 
day. 

Jones, addressing the Ameri- 
can Association of School Ad- 
ministrators at Kiel Auditorium, 
said delinquent are deprived or 
frustrated young people who re- 
act aggressively to the inconsis- 
tencies, or thwarting, of the 
adult community. 

“We cannot stamp out delin- 
quency by legislating against it, 
by quadrupling our police force 
or by more or less punishment 
in the home,” he said. “We can 
only be sure of those measures 
that offer something in its 


Jones explained that poor 
mental health alone does not ac- 
count for delinquency. The ma- 
jority of delinquents, he said, 
are those who misbehave to sat- 
isfy some basic human need, 
such as achieving importance 
among their fellows. 

The hypocrisies and inconsis- 
tencies of the adult world must 
take much blame, the psycholo- 
gist declared, for the fact that 
young people get the wrong idea 
of what constitutes success, or 
significant behavior. 

“Excessive materialism, bla- 
tant advertising of sex indiscre- 
tions—the association of mascu- 
line virility with alcohol, are 
some of the false values and 
distorted notions of significance 
that our adult society builds for 
young people,” he said. 

Jones said other factors caus- 
ing delinquency included failure 


of schools to permit some cate- 
gories of students to get a feel- 
ing of accomplishment, and the 
decline in job opportunities for 


teenagers. 


He said a big step forward 
would be to find a_ greater 
variety of socially significant ac- 
tivities for young people, activi- 
ties calculated to convince them 
that it is more fun to be “good 


than “bad.”

PROF. MAURICE FAURE 
DES, FRENCH TEACHER 


Retired Washington U. ‘Man 


Succumbs to Heart Ail- 
ment at Age of 77,

Maurice Faure, assistant pro- 
fessor emeritus of romance lan- 
guages at Washington Universi- 
ty, died yesterday of a heart ail- 
ment at City Hospital. He was 


77 years old. 

Prof. Faure, 310 North Skinker 
boulevard, taught French at the 
university for 38 years. He re- 
tired in 1946. 

Born in Lyons, France, he 
fought in World War I as a 
French officer. He was deco- 
rated with the Croix de Guerre 
medal with palms and the 
French Legion of Honor. 

In World War II, he headed a 
St. Louis chapter of France For- 
ever, an association of French 
residents of the United States to 
support the “Free France” war 
effort of Gen. Charles de Gaulle. 

Prof. Faure was taken to City 
Hospital yesterday after he be- 
came ill at Broadway and Olive 
street. He died shortly after- 
ward. 

Surviving is his wife, and 
three nephews and a niece, re- 
siding in France. Private fu- 
neral services will be tomorrow 
at Bellefontaine Cemetery.

For many years these 
highly-prized game birds have 
been almost non-existent, even 
though they have been afforded 
year-around protection. 
Forty-two recently were re- 
leased on the Swan Lake Refuge 
near Brunswick. The birds, four 
mature gobblers, eight young 
toms and 30 young hens, were 
purchased from the Woodmont 
Rod and Gun Club at Hancock, 
Md. They are said to be a min- 
gling of several wild strains but 
closely resemble the native Mis- 
sourl “bluehead” except for a 
reddish tinge of the head and 
wattles. The released birds 
ranged from eight-pound young 
hens to 18-pound adult gobblers. 
The refuge contains some 11,- 
000 acres. It has about 3000 
acres of timber with open fields 
and adequate watering areas. 
During this month 60 wild tur- 
keys will be released in the Dan- 
jel Boone State Forest of south- 
ern Warren and Montgomery 
counties. This flock of 15 toms 
and 45 hens was purchased from 
Pennsylvania. The birds aré a 
different strain from those re- 
leased on the Swan Lake Refuge. 
Although both the Daniel Boone 
and Swan Lake birds have an 
infusion of the Woodmont strain, 
there is a. mingling of other sep- 
arate strains in the two flocks.

A forest lookout tower 
stafids on Stegall mountain, one 
of the highest peaks in the 
Ozarks. 

The Peck Ranch area is 
ideally adapted for wild turkey 
habitat. It is rugged terrain 
and at one time there were 
many flocks of wild turkeys in 
this locality. Forest fires swept 
through the woods each year, 
destroying the young poults and 
nesting habitat. Man and other 
predators, neither respecting the 
closed seasons, took their toll 
and the flocks have been re- 
duced to only a few birds. 

One Experiment Failed. 

Some 25 years ago Missouri 
undertook a huge wild turkey- 
raising program at Sam A. Baker 
park in Wayne county. Hun- 
dreds of birds were raised and 
then released in various areas. 
The experiment was a failure. 
Evidently the brood stock was 
heavily infused with the tame 
strain and they were incapable 
of existence in the native state. 
Many of them, on release, has- 
tily journeyed to the nearest 
farmer's barnyard and plaintive- 
ly “cowked” to be fed with the 
domesticated fowls. 

The wild turkey furnished a 
large portion of the early set- 
tler’s diet. Daviess county, 
where no wild turkey has been 
seen in well over a half century, 
is on record as the source of a 
statement made in 1838 that 180 
were killed by one man between 
July and the following March. 
This same region quoted prices 
on poults at 10 cents a bird 
and 25 cents for grown ones. 

Game biologists say we have 
21,000 square miles of potential 
turkey range. Under ideal con- 
ditions—suppression of fires, il- 
legal killing, etc—this area 
could carry a population of more 
than 70,000 turkeys. Today we 
probably have less than 2000 
birds in the state. Various ex- 
periments have been tried in 
this and other states to stock 
pen-reared turkeys but these ef- 
forts have been outright fail- 
ures. Only natural methods of 
reproduction have proved of 
value. Deer beat their way back 
from a near-hopeless few. It 
could happen to the golden 
bronze beauties if man will give 
them a fighting chance.

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‘Fetscher, three times married, 


REDS TROUNGED 
IN EARLY INDIAN 
STATE. RETURNS 


Communists Win Only 
2 of First 52 Seats — 
They Had Expected 
to Take Over Andhra 


NEW DELHI, March 2 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru’s Con- 
gress party and its allies snowed 
under Communist nominees in 
first returns today from a key 
election in Andhra state. 

The Reds, once so confident 
of victory they announced plans 
for taking over the south Indian 
state’s government, won only 
two of the first 52 state legisla- 
tive seats decided in the early 
ballot counting. 

Unofficial. newspaper tabula- 
tions of the early result@ gave 
victory to 38 candidates of the 
United Front, which is led by 
the Congress party. The state 
legislature has 196 seats. 

Of the other 12 seats decided, 
the Praja (People’s) Socialist 
party won four and independent 
candidates eight. 

Reds Complain. 

Among the defeated Commu- 

nist candidates were some of the 


state party’s hierarchy. Red 
leaders immediately complained | 
voting was unfair. | 


The counting is expected to 
continue for several days. 

The voting among Andhra's 
nearly 21,000,000 people, held, 
oyer a 17-day period, ended Sun- | 
day. With the Communists mak- | 
ihg their strongest campaign yet | 
against the ruling Congress. 
party, pre-election forecasts gave | 
them a good chance of winning | 
control of the new legislature. — 

Red leaders have long re- 
garded Andhra, one of the poor- 
est of India’s 29 states, as a 
likely prize and have concen- 
trated on building up a strong 
grass-roots organization there. 

Andhra covers 63,608 square 
miles on India’s east coast. For- 
merly a part of Madras state, it ' 
became a separate unit Oct. 1, | 
1953. | 
-The early Communist confi- 
dence was based partly on ap- 
parent widespread dissatisfac- 
tion among the peasants with 
what they considered the Con- 
gress party’s failure to achieve | 
social and land reforms. The 
Congress's national prohibition | 
policy also brought hot criti- 
cism in Andhra. 

The previous Congress party 
government in the state was de- 
feated on a confidence issue in- 
volving prohibition last Novem- 
ber. 


Followers Rallied. 


The campaign's start last De- 
cember found the Congress party 
in the state badly split and dis- 
organized, but top Congress fig- 
ures from outside Andhra ral- 
lied followers in the heated drive 
for votes. 

The primary issues were social 
and economic, with each faction 
pledging reforms, The Commu-— 
nists promised the poverty- 
stricken peasdhts all the land 
they needed. The Congress 
party stressed its aims of a wel- 
fare state and a socialistic so- 
ciety. 

Dropping early inhibitions 
about connecting India’s Com- 
munists with the Soviet Union 
and Red‘ China, Congress party 
speakers late in the campaign 
lambasted local Reds as agents 
for Moscow and Peiping rather 
than the reformers they claimed 
to be. 


HOUSE GROUP FAVORS MORE

JEFFERSON CITY, March 2 
—The House Judiciary Commit- 
tee last night approved a bill to 
increase the number of divisions 
of circuit court in St. Louis from 
18 to 20. 

Sponsors of the measure told 
the committeee the additional 
divisions were necessary to han- 
die the increased number of 
cases and reduce the backlog of 
work which is accumulating. 

The committee killed a mea 
sure which would provide for 
establishment of a state commis- 
sion on human rights, proposed 
as a means of facilitating inte- 
gration. The proposed commis- 
sion would have had only educa- 
tional and conciliatory powcrs. 

Representatives of 17 sociai, 
religious, welfare and facial 
groups ‘testified in favor of the 
measure during a lengthy hear- 
ing. They urged its approval “to 
speed the time when all men 
would be treated alike.”

Dried Lima 
Beans Are 

Nutritious 

By Edith M. Barber 


LL the members of the large 

bean family have’ something 

in common, but each has in. 
dividual - characteristics. Fresh 
string beans may be green or 
yellow, Fresh limas may be large 
or small, 


The greatest variations in fia. 
vor are among the dried beans, 
When we ask for dry beans we 
usually want what are often 
called soup beans. We may spec. 
ify dur choice by color and ask 
for prown kidney or the 
darker black beans. We usually 
call limas just by the first name 
and omit the word bean entirely, 
Although Peru is often given the 
credit for developing many vari- 
eties of beans from wild plants, 
the name of the capital city is 
given only to the Mmas. 


While we all like both canned 
and frozen lima beans, the dried 
ones are also po and im- 
portant nutritio . Like other 
dried beans they are high in 
protein, and this makes them an 
excellent alternate for the more 
expensive meat, fish and cheese. 


Dried beans of all types com- 
bine well with foods that pro- 
vide a more acute flavor accent. 
We often use salt pork or bacon, 
tomatoes and herbs or spices, 
The dried limas, by the way, 
need not be soaked before cook- 
ing, and cooking time is com- 
paratively short. The fresh limas 
are, of course, tender and will 
cook in short order. 


Baked Limas. 


Ingredients: One and one-half 
cups large dry limas, two bouil- 
lon cubes, qne and one-half cups 
hot water, one-half cup tomato 
juice, one minced close garlic, 
one finely diced carrot, one diced 
stalk celery, one-half teaspoon 
oregano or thyme, one-fourth 
pound salt pork, shredded. 

Rinse limas with cold water. 
Cover with bofling water and 
boil two minutes. Cover, let 
stand one hour and drain. Mix 
bouillon cubes with hot water, 
tomato juice, mixed vegetables 
and thyme or oregano. Place in 
baking dish, top with sliced salt 
pork and bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) about one hour. 
Yield: five or six servings. 

Lima Supper Dish. 

One package frozen limas, one 
can condensed cream celery 
soup, three-fourths cup milk, 
one tablespoon minced onion, 
one cup slivered cooked ham, 
one-fourth cup cheese spread. 

Combine frozen limas with the 
other ingredients, saving out the 
cheese spread. Cover and cook 
over low heat about 20 minutes 
until limas are tender. Stir in 
the cheese spread and when 
thoroughly hot serve at once. 
Yield: four servings.

In a 
steel mill we may observe 
molten iron, but most persons 


rarely have any melted metal 


near them. 
One metal, however, is in a 
melted state at ordinary tem- 
peratures. It can be poured from 
a bottle. If a person holds some 
of it in the palm of his hand, 
the metal will move quickly as 
he turns ‘his hand. 
The metal of which I speak is 
known as mercury or quicksilver. 
In ancient times the Romans 
spoke about Mercury, the fast- 
moving messenger god. The 
name of the metal also reminds 
us of Mercury, the planet which 
moves most swiftly around the 
sun. 

* * * 
IF YOU WANT to make mer- 
cury solid, you will need to 
freeze it, or else place it where 


some other metal. A pe 
which is dipped in mercury 
take on a coating which looks 
like silver. 

If mercury becomes cold 
enough (39 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit) it will be frozen 
solid. That is why alcohol is 
better for thermometers in very 
cold places, such as the Dakotas 
and Minnesota, as well as some 
parts of Canada. Alcohol will 
keep its liquid form at 40 or 60 
or 90 degrees below zero. 

In more fortunate parts of the 
world, mercury is better than 
the colored alcohol which is
